There  are  mb*  8.100,000  pemni  In  Britain 
HJho  pay  income  tax,  tlM  a.sse.ssable  incomes 
amounUng  to  £1,324,708,004  and  the  tax  paid  be- 
ing £300,484,511  The  basic  rate  of  the  Income 

tax  [s  twenty-five  per  cent.  This  illustrates  how 
heavily  the  people  are  taxed,  and  in  view  of  the 
present  surplus  they 'hare  some  right  to  claim 
reductions.  What  is  Intended  in  thLs  respect  Is 
not  known.  The  surplus  was  brought  about  by 
the  institution  of  rigid  economies.  There  was  a 
ten  per  cent  reduction  In  the  pay  of  QoTCm- 
ment  employees  and  there  was 'a  ten  per  e«nt 
reduction  also  in  the  dole  paid  to  unemployed. 
One  factor  irtkleh  helped  greatly  In  the  surplus 
was  the  Increase  In  the  revenue  from  estate 
duties  which  amounted  to  £11,500,00(1  in  excess 
Of  the  Mflwatod  reet^rta. 

As  well  as  showing  the  surplus  mentioned  the 
British  Government  has  reduced  the  floating 
d«bt  by  £165,750,000.  The  faeU  of  the  surplus 
and  the  debt  reduction  show  what  a  country  <  an 
do  when  It  sets  its  official  mind  resolutely  to  the 
task  of  balancing  accoimts  and  living  within  its 
means.  The  credit  of  piloting  Britain  to  the 
financial  position  she  now  enjoys  belongs  very 
largely  to  Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain,  a  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  who  ha«  tfKmn  gtUlt  IkUl  In 
handling  the  juatlon's  finances. 


DitBITS  AND  CREDITS 


Public  men  in  these  latter  days  curry  favor 
with  the  Toters  by  adTocaey  of  a  reduction  In 
Interest  rates,  by  urging  a  writing  down  of  debts 
and  by  germane  proposals  affecting  finances. 
Their  object  to  to  rechice  the  burden  borne  by 
(  '  -  and  in  the  process  make  creditors  bear 
part  of  a  load  which  they  did  not  incur.  su<  h 
public  men  think  very  little,  or  do  not  thUik  at 
all,  about  the  effect  upon  credit  generally  of  tho 
processes  they  advocate.  Creditors  who  once  see 
the  letter  or  spa  it  of  a  bond  violated  will  be  very 
chary  about  lending  again,  and  thto  i^iplla  In 
both  national  and  private  finances.  The  fact  of 
interest  rates  being  reduced  or  debts  being  pared 
down  will  not  mean  that  tharo  will  be  more 
credit  of  which  the  people  «■  a  Whole  can  avah 
themselves.  The  result  may  bi  the  very  opposite. 

It  to  an  Immoral  propoaal  that  anyone  dionld 
have  the  right  to  borrow  money  and  not  repay  it 
in  luU.  If  it  to  borrowed  at  a  certain  rate  of 
Interest  than  that  rata  dioald  maintain  untU  the 
debt  Is  liquidated.  That  Is  —  a  poUcy  of 
common  honesty,  and  In  money  matters,  as  In 
all  else,  honesty  to  the  best  policy.  What  some 
politicians  are  advocating  to  bring  about  relief 
from  debt  burdens  to  what  would  promote  a 
▼leloas  elrele.  The  probability  to  that  a  debtor, 
oncp  having  hto  debt  reduced,  would  cavalierly 
borrow  again  and  plunge  more  deeply  into  debt 
In  the  belief  that  he  would  again  be  given  relief. 
He  could  only  borrow,  however,  If  there  to  a  dto- 
position  In  lend.  Those  who  do  lend  are  not 
likely  to  be  encouraged  to  keep  up  the  practice 
If  interest  rates  are  reduced  and  If  aoma  of  the 
capital  sum  loaned  l.s  written  down.  Their  money 
will  go  to  countries  where  the  strict  letter  of  the 
bond  obtains.  That  proceaa  wlU  not  BMkt  erodlt 
any  freer  where  leglslatloa  tanuwii  wtth  eoB- 
tractural  obligations.

WINTER  BLLLS  AKt:NUl  KLLES 

There  are.  on  the  golf  eourses  of 
Canada,  a  good  many  thousands  of 
people  who  play  a  game  somewhat 
resembling  what  the  Rule.s  Com- 
mittee of  the  Roval  and  Ancient 
(iolf  Club  of  .St  Andiew.s  had  in 
mind  when  they  laid  down  the 
Rules  of  Oolf.  H  iwever.  since  they 
do  not  play  this  game  according  to 
the  Rules  of  Golf,  It  can  hardly  be 
called  golf.  So  far  it  appears  that 
no  really  good  substitute  naem  has 
been  found  for  it. 

For  the  protection  of  tolf  courses 
during  the  early  and  late  days  of 
the  season,  committees  in  charxe 
preecribe  that  what  are  called

Many  players  oonsider  that 
Winter  rules  are  introduced  for 
the  purpose  of  bettering  their 
scores.  The  only  excuse  for 
Uklng  liberties  with  the  Rules 
of  Golf  Iff  that  of  pre.serving  the 
course.  Winter  rules  are  in  effect 
usually  din  hiK  tho.se  periods  of  the 
year  when  dUols  will  not  take  hold, 
no  matter  how  carefully  replaced, 
and  when  fairways  do  not  afford 
good  lies.  Their  aim  Is  to  prevent 
players  from  hacking  the  mf  in 
getting  out  of  bad  lies.  The  play- 
er's score  Is  not  a  eonsideration. 

Yet  one  sees  ihany  players  who 
do  not  hesitate  to  use  wooden  or 
other  tees  on  the  fairway,  who  con- 
sider that  Winter  rules  rUt'  t'  r.,, 
every  rltfhl  to  exchanRe  a  ll<- 
uncomfortable  slope  for  one  on 
level  ground  ."wme  yards  away,  and 
who  lake  every  advantage  of  the 
"protection  of  the  course"  to  better 
their  own  scores.  In  doing  so. 
quite  thoughtlessbr.  they  plaee  an 
additi<»ial  handicap  on  the  eanest 
player  who  tries  to  follow  what  the 
Gtourt  of  Oolf  had  in  mind  in

which  the  game  shall  be  played  I 
am  referring,  of  course,  to  com- 
petitive play,  since  what  the  player 
does  in  friendly  and  pnctloe  rounds 
is  his  own  concern. 

To  play  "Winter  rules"  properly, 
the  player  should  play  his  ball  ss 
near  a  psoeslble  to  where  it  Ilea.  He 
may  lift  the  ball  out  of  a  cuppy  lie, 
for  by  doing  so  he  protects  his 
course,  but  he  certainly  Should  not 
tee  his  ball  up  on  the  fairway  unless 
in  competitive  play  he  desired  to 
take  an  unfair  advanlaRe  of  his 
fellow  eompetltor.s  fte  nmv  lift  his 
ball,  clean  it  of  mud  and  replace  It. 
but  he  .1.1  preserve,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  stance  required  to  play 
from  the  original  lie. 

Not  only  Winter  rules,  but  also 
strange  interpretations  because  of 
sometimes  local  rules  are  given 
because  of  laxity  of  working  them.  I 
recall  hearing  a  top-notch  profes- 
.nional.  playlnR  over  n  course,  which, 
by  local  rule,  permitted  a  ball,  drlvn 
from  the  tee  Into  a  diteh  over  2.'S0 
vard'>  di'.l.int  to  he  "thrown  out 
without  penaltN  '  When  his  drive 
landed  in  llils  ditch,  the  pro 
stepped  in  and  threw  the  ball  as 
far  as  he  could  in  the  direction  (tf 
the  hole.  His  onponmt  protested 
as  did  the  few  pMole  who  were 


watching  the  match.  "Well,"  he 
sair.  "there's  nothing  In  the  local 
rule  which  says  which  way  the  ball 
shall  be  thrown."  MOedless  to  say, 
the  kxal  rule  was  amended  before 
another  day  passed. 

Winter  rules  are  necessary  In 
Spring  and  Fall  for  the  protection 
of  ^'olf  courses,  but  It  should  be 
remembered  that  that  is  their  only 
purpose,  to  protect  the  course  and 
not  to  provide  the  player  with  all 
sorts  of  opportunitlM  to  turn  in  a 
score  which  ia  not  lepiamiUatfae  <a 
his  game  of  golf.
